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‘Hazards Exist at Central School’ 


Atherton Increases Depot Parking; 
101 Dedestrian Signals Considered 


Grading work was completed this 
week on a paving project which will 
increase parking space at the Ath- 
erton train depot by 60 cars. 

The additional parking will be lo- 
cated on city property west of Sta- 
tion Lane. 


Chief of Police Ed Farrel said he 
plans to convert present parking 
space at the intersection of Fair 
Oaks Lane and Snowden Drive into 
loading zones, to provide more room 
for the 40 cars daily that pick up and 
drop off commuters. 

During week days, between 11C 
and 140 cars are parked all day at 
the station by owners who commute 
The present capacity of the parking 
lot is 117 cars. 

The lack of available parking 
space has been increased by a re- 
cent ordinance prohibiting all-day 
parking on one of the side streets 
used by the over-flow of commuters’ 
cars, Lloyden Drive. 

Work on the project is being done 
by the street department, with sub- 
contractors grading and hauling 
gravel. The project was suggested 
by the Atherton Police Department | 


Highway May Get 
Left-Turn Lanes 


Maps suggesting locations for left- 
turn lanes along Menlo Park’s El 
Camino Real were sent Monday to! 
the State Division of Highways by 
Cecil L. Longson, city manager. 

Numerous accidents and near- 
accidents are caused at the pres- 
ent time by cars stopping on the 
highway to make left turns. To 
eliminate this hazard, it is sug- 
gested that a 12-foot center strip 
be constructed with “storage 
lanes” cut into it for cars turn- 
ing left, thereby removing stop- 
ped cars from the through driving 
lanes. 

“Storage lanes” recently have been 
installed on the Bayshore Highway 
at the San Francisco Airport, at 
the southern outskirts of the City 
of San Francisco, and at various 
other places throughout the state. 

The State Division of Highways 
notified Menlo Park last month that 
$8,000 in quarter-cent gasoline tax 
money was available for highway 
projects here. The money had tc 
be spent before the new gasoline tax 
allotment goes into effect, and the 
Division of Highways asked for sug- 
gestions as to most pressing pro- 
jects. 

The City Council directed Long- 
son to study the matter and make 
recommendations to the. state, and 
he and George Mattis, engineer of 
city and cooperative projects for 
the Division of Highways, met two 
weeks ago.

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Signals for pedestrians will be in- 
stalled at Atherton avenue and El 
Camino Real if the state will agree 
to help finance them. 


Installation of the signals was re- ; 
commended by Police Chief Ed Far- 
rell in a report submitted to the 
Atherton City Council ‘at its last 
meeting. The council directed City 
Clerk W. Howard Boren to contact 
Col. John H. Skeggs of the State} 
Division of Highways, in order to get 
state approval of the plan. | 


At the same time, the problem of | 
vight-turn cars tripping the signal 
lights on the highway and causing 
through cars to stop unnecessarily 
will be alleviated if plans go through. 
Traffic detectors lying under the 
side streets would be moved closer 
to the highway and right and left 
turn lanes separated so that only 
cars turning left or going straight 
across the highway will actuate the 
signals.

on the north side of Atherton ave. 
nue. 


The entire job would cost $1,500, 
according to Farrell’s figures, and 
he suggested asking the state to 
pay 85 per cent of the cost, because 
20 per cent of the traffic using the 
intersection is highway traffic. Ath- 
erton’s share would be paid out of 
quarter-cent gas tax. Work would 
be done by the town’s street depart- 
ment. 


Pedestrian signals are necessary 
Farrell pointed out, because the 
heavy traffic produces a hazard for 
people crossing the highway. They 
have to wait for some car to work 
the signals or cross without protec- 
tion of the lights. 

In a. one-day traffic survey in; 
October, 15,845 cars entered the in- 
tersection in 12 hours, an average 
of 1,320 cars per hours.

Wickstrom recommended correc- 
tion of the more serious conditions 


;for the purpose of bringing about a 
| minimum amount of safety “in ord- 


er to protect the lives of the child- 
ren.” He said these corrections 
should not be considered as meet- 
ing modern requirements. 

In his report, Wickstrom made the 
following recommendations to the 
hoard: 

(1) Provide an adequate fire 
alarm system for both the main 
huilding and the auditorium of 
the school. 

At present an alarm can be given 
from one point only in the foyer of 
the main building. In addition, the 
elarm bell cannot be heard in the 
auditorium. The fire marshal re- 
commends the exclusive use of bells 
tor regular classroom use and horns 
for fire alarms. 

(2) Relocate main electric cut-out 
switch so it is accessible from the 
exterior of the building. The switch 
is now located under the front steps

Ed Levin, who is now teaching at 
Sequoia High School, had the Ro- 
tarians wishing on Wednesday that 
they had no urgent business of their 
cwn to pull their minds back to 
Menlo Park. Levin took them on 
such an informative and entertain- 
ing journey into the Arctic as caus- 
ed his listeners to want to keep on 
listening—indefinitely. 

Gene Rocchi introduced Ed Levin 


jas the “right hand man of Father 


Hubbard” and this he must have 
been as he was with Father Hub- 
bard for seventeen years on those 
wonderful trips into the northern 
regions. Tis word picture of the 
yeople and places, the scenery, the 
cities, the habits of the Esquimos, 
the industries of the capitalists who 
have gone up from the States, and 
more amusing descriptions of a Na- 
tive family life held his audience in 
rapt attention. 

The Esquimos are really a won- 
derful people, said Levin, who are 
the least understood and most. lied 
about. They hunt and fish as they 
need to find food for themselves, but 
this does not mean that their idle 
hours are spent in unhappy wrang- 
lings around the igloo. Esquimo 
families are not given to quarrel- 
ing, said Levin. No married woman 
ever speaks above a whisper. And 
no girl with good strong teeth fails 
to win her man, regardless of her 
size, shape or degree of comliness. 

Sitka was teeming in 1850, accord- 
ing to the speaker, who thinks we 
forget that Alaska is not a “new” 
country. In those old gold rush 
days it was the dance halls and the 
saloons that got the gold—the pros- 
pectors got the experience. Levin 
described the military aspects of the 
land and told of the Army that was 
now there. He stated that 98 per- 


‘cent of Alaska is still owned by the 


Federal Government. 
The mountains, the glaciers, the 
volcanos, and other wonders of the 


\land were vividly described by the 


speaker who urged everyone to take 
the Inland Passage trip at least once 
that each might see for himself the 
marvelous beauty of the country a- 
long the North American west coast.

Sewer System 


The Menlo Park Sanitary Board 
probably would be agreeable to Men- 
lo Park’s taking over maintenance 
of the sewer system within its city 
limits, Lawrence Cook, board secre- 
tary, declared this week. 

He wondered, however, how fin- 
ancial arrangements could be work- 
ed out. 

The City Council Tuesday night 
discussed the possibility, and decided 
to form a committee to call on the 
sanitary board at its January meet- 
ing with an outline of the city’s 
plans. 

The matter resulted from com- 
plaints by residents that no govern- 
mental body would assume respons- 
ibility for the sewer line from each 
individual home to the main along 
the street. The sanitary board felt 
its duty wks restricted to the mains 
and the city, being a part of the san- 
itary district and having no sewer 
maintenance equipment of its own, 
left the matter to the board.

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‘City Proposes Taking Over 


Maintenance 


The result was that the property 
owner would get stuck for a break 
in sewer lines under the street 
which, Mayor Charles P. Burgess de- 
clared, was not really his responsi- 
bility nor his fault. The cost, Bur- 
gess said, should more fairly be 
spread over the entire district. 

Cook, on the other hand, pointed 
out that the laterals to the street 
mains are put in originally by the 
property owner, and are properly the 
work of a plumber. 

He said Wednesday that if the 
sanitary board assumed mainten- 
ance of the laterals, it would have 
to hire a crew of men to stand by. 
This would be “horribly expensive,” 
he commented, and not worth the 
very few calls the board now re- 
ceives on the matter. 

He said it has always been the pol- 
icy of the board to maintain respon- 
sibility of the street sewers only, and 
unless there was a popular demand

Trees For All--But None To Waste 


When vacant city lots begin to fill with Christmas trees 
every child just naturally hopes his home will have one. Every 
parent that stops to look at the trees must be somewhat con- 
cerned about the prices which seem to soar year after year. 
And nature lovers naturally worry a bit about the wholesale 
slaughter of their beloved young cedar trees, wondering if the 
hill sides of the future will not be bare of evergreens. 


From one who is very familiar with the forestry of our 
western states and who knows all the Christmas tree species 
by sight, we learn that there are plenty of little trees for every 
family to have one for Christmas. Also that Nature can be 
counted upon to keep the supply abreast of the population so 
that there will be trees of the right size for the future years. 


But, says. this authority, tne present extravagant waste is 
another and a serious matter. Trees are left unsold to later be 
burned by the wagon-load. Trees by the thousands are cut in 
forest areas where the venders tind them most convenient for 
hauling, not necessarily taken where they need thinning. 


To enforce correction of the second mistake would be most 
costly and not at all likely to be considered until after much 
damage has been done. But the former evil—having loads 
of trees to burn after the season is over; this could be over- 
come ina hurry if the price on Christmas trees dropped about 
fifty percent. Would it not be better to sell all ones supply 
and to know that every home had its Christmas tree than to 
sell half or less of ones stock at double the price?

The only mosquitos alive now, says Mr. Thomas, are those 
living in artificia!, or man-made quarters, such as flooded base- 
ments, poorly covered ceptic tanks or cess pools. They can live 
in any container where the temperature is above the outside 
degree. For instance the hot water from sinks and bath tubs 
make warm spots in tanks and sewers, and if these are not 
well covered they create a perfect winter-time breeding place 
for the pests, 

The young mosquito abatement superintendent tells us that 
at least ten spots of mosquito infestation were cleared up last 
year through the work of their department, as a result of our 
publicity. And there may have been many other instances 
where the advice he gave was followed by individual home own- 
ers with good results in clearing out breeding places. So again 
he hopes that he (or one of his assistants) may serve you— 
and soon. This is not only the best time to get rid of the lurk- 
ing mosquito, but it is the best time for the men who do the 
work, before they become too busy with the summer time 
abatement projects in sluggish pools and marshes. 

If you suspect a mosquito of lurking in your vicinity give 
Richard Thomas a call for help now.

authority to rearrange our peninsula commutation fares 
and to establish new fares, including single one way and 
round trip fares, on a moderately higher basis. 


The proposed revision of commutation fares will more 
closely meet the needs of various groups of commuters, 
the majority of whom are employed now on a five-day 
week basis. 


We regret that the new fares will increase your commut- 
ing costs. We have been reluctant to increase our peninsula 
fares again, and have delayed doing so, but the increas- 
ingly large gap between peninsula service revenues and 
the out of pocket costs, makes increased fares necessary. 
We estimate that the increased fares will still not provide 
enough revenue to meet the increased out of pocket costs, 
but at least the gap between income and outgo will be 


The ten and thirty ride family tickets will be continued, 
with three months limit, at moderate increased cost. These 
tickets are designed for the occasional traveler, and not for 
regular commuter travel. These tickets can be used for 
travel by the purchaser, his family or other members of 
his household. 


SINGLE RIDE TICKETS 


The special peninsula one-way and round-trip fares 
will be slightly increased. 


When we increased our peninsula commutation fares in 
1946 we knew that our peninsula revenues would still not 
cover the costs of operation and so stated. Since then our 
costs have still further increased, just as prices generally 
have done. The price of fuel oil has increased still further
